Few subject* have ever been less clearly understood. 
This is due to the fact that Comm unism prefers to travel 
n false whisker*. Alm ost always it denies being Com- 
nunism ; frequently it calls itself Dem ocracy, 
But there are tip-offs which the public can learn to 
ecognize. 
Regardless o f what voice Com m unism may
